TION . 


2 . Admission to the Indian Navy will be made on the 
regults of a written examination to be conducted by the 
Union Public Service Commission and an interview by 
Services Selection Board . 


A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE 
REJECTED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS. 
CANDIDATES ARE THEREFORE , ADVISED IN THEIR 
OWN INTEREST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXAMINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICA 
TIONS TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL 
STAGE , 


3 . Candidates who have applied for a commission in any 
branch in the Army or for Direct entry Commission in the 
Air Force roust exercise their final option before admission 
to the Indian Navy Course . After admission they will not 
be considered for any other Commission . They will also 
not be permitted to appear for any interview or examination 
after they have been finally selected for training . 


4 . A candidate must be an unmarried male and must be 
either : 


A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended 
by the Services Selection Board will bc medically examined 
by a Board of Service Doctors . A candidate who is not 
declared fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to 
the Indian Navy . The very fact that the medical examination 
has been carried out by a Board of Servicc Doctors will not 
mean or imply that the candidate has been finally selected . 
The proceedings of the Medical Board are confidential and 
cannot be divulged to anyone . The results of candidates 
declared unfit / temporarily unft are intimated to them along 
with the procedure for submission of Atnos certificate and 
appeal. No requests for tho results of Medical Board will 
be entertained by the President of the Medical Board , 


(a ) a citizen of India, or 
(b ) a subject of Sikkim , or 
(c) a subject of Bhutan , or 
(d ) a subject of Nepal, or 
( c ) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 

Pakistan , Burma, Sri Lanka ( formerly known as 
Ceylon ) and the East African Countries of Kenya , 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania ( for 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar ) , with the intention 
of permanently settling in India . 


6 . Candidates must undertako not to marry until they 
complete their full training.

A candidate who marrics during training shall be 
discharged and will be liable to refund all expenditure in 
curred on him by the Government.

NOTE 1. - A candidate who has appeared at an examina 
lion the passing of which would render him eligiblo to appear 
at this examination but has no been informed of the result 
may apply for admission to the examination . A candidate 
who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply . Such candidates will be admitted to the exami 
nation , if otherwise cligible, but the admission would be deem 
ed to be provisional and subject to cancellation if they do 
not produce proof of having passed the examination including 

ractical training / Reject work if any, as soon as possible 
and in any casc not latter than a date which may be fixed 
by the Union Public Service Commission in this regard . 


16 . The Union Public Service Commission shall preparo & 
list of candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as fixed by the Commission in 
their discretion , Such candidate shall be interviewed by a 
Services Selection Board . The maximum marks obtainable 
at Services Selection Board interview will be 900 . 


NOTE 11. - In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate , who has not any of the 
foregoing qualifications, as a qualified candidale provided 
that he has passed examinations conducted by other jostitu 
tions the standard of which in the opinion of the Commission , 
justifies his admission to the examination . 


To be acceptable candidates should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks separately in ( 1 ) written examination and 
( ii ) Services Selection Board Test as fixed by the Commission 
in their discretion . Subject to this condition , they will then 
be placed in the order of merit on the basis of the total marks 
secured in the written cxamination and the interview . The 
final selection for admission to the Indian Navy will be made 
in order of merit subject to medical fitness and suitability in 
all other respect , and number of vacancies available . 


NOJE JII - A candidate who is otherwise qualifed but who 
has taken a degree from a foreign university which is not 
included in Appendix I , may also apply to inc Commission 
And may be admitted to the examination at the discretion of 
the Commission , 


9 . Candidates who were admitted to an carlier course for 
training as Naval Cundiets or for training at the National 
Defence Academy, Indian Military Academy or Air Force 
Flying College but were removed therefrom on disciplinary 
grounds will not be cligible for admission to the Indian Navy . 


Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo the test there at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may gus 
tain in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given 
to them at the Services Selection Board , whether due to the 
negligence of any person or otherwise . Candidates will be 
required to sign a certificate to this effeot on the form ap 
pended to the application . In the case of candidates who 
are minors the required certificates must be signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed . 


Candidates who were previously withdrawn on medical 
grounds from any of those institutions or who left the insti 
tution voluntarily are , however , eligible for admission to the 
Indian Navy . 


Candidales when called for interview by a Services Selec 
tion Board or for subsequent training will be eligible for 
travelling allowance in accordance with the rules then in 
force , Candidates who have previously been before a Sor 
vices Selection Board for the same type of Commission are 
not entitled to travelling allowance on subsequent occasions, 


Candidates who were previously selected as Spocial Entry 
Naval Cadets but were withdrawn from the National Defence 
Academy or from Naval Training Establishments for lack of 
office - like - gualities will not also be eligible for admission to 
the Indian Navy . 


Success at the examination confers no right of admission 
to the Indian Navy . 


Candidates who were withdrawn from other institutions for 
lack of officer- like qualities will . however , be eligible for 
admission to the Indian Navy . 


A candidato must satisfy the appointing authority that he 
is suitable in all respects for admission to the Indian Navy , 


10 . The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 


17 . The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall bo decidod 
by the Commission in their discretion , and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result .
